I hat is an 
abuse of a national holiday. 
Labor Day is for all workers.

Relative to all the people who work in the 
I need States, union-affiliated workers are a 
small minority. 
I nion members and their spokesmen are 
entitled to all the prides and privileges of 
the common association of 
human 
beings 
v o work for a living 
But they have no 
monopoly on these things. 
VI ONE TIMF in the slow progress toward 
a new dignity of labor in the United States, 
the very proposal of a holiday to honor labor 
was inflammatory. Its origin as a holiday 
was the result of political instinct to create 
balance among disparate and warring ele­ 
ments. Before they were ready to recon ile 
Lie r differences 
No one ever proposed a 
management day. 
Bui there has been since then a social rev­ 
olution that has given labor dignity in its 
own rich!—all labor. The Lnited States has 
outlived and outgrown the Old World con­ 
cepts of warfare between the classes that is 
still the professed motivation of most union 
leaders here. The proletariat that 
was to 


take over the world and dictate its destiny 
under the credo of socialists like Marx and 
Engels has turned into part 
of a 
middle 
class under incentive capitalism 
In the Lnited States 
when a orator as­ 
sumes the right to speak in behalf of workers, 
he must speak for all his fellow citizens if 
he expects to be taken seriously. 
TH E S E THINGS arc not always acknowl­ 
edged. It has not been considered good iorin 
in the Lnited States to question the connec­ 
tion oetween socialism 
and labor 
leaders 
whose followers had nothing in common wuth 
either Britain’s creeping socialists or Rus­ 
sia's revolutionary socialists. 
But there does exist in the United States 
what never has existed 
anywhere 
in 
the 
world before—a common footing of dignity 
a id respectability for all people w ho labor. 
This is not a society of warring classes. 
It is, rather, 
a 
society 
of 
cooperating 
classes 
whose 
mutual 
extermination 
has 
ceased to be an aim of truly representative 
leaders. 
Among these cooperating classes, if they 
choose to he, are the labor unions. They are 
respected for what they are. when what they 
are fits the American standard of a society 
in which all citizens are first class They do 
not have to be respected when what they are 
contradicts the American standard. 
Labor Day in America is for workers 
all 
workers, including the members of 
labor 
unions who understand 
why

who 
labors can be excluded from any universal 
H-h* in a nation where men are equal.
